Big Meeting at Leinster to Ex- 
press Confidence in the 
Irish Leader. 


Evidence in the O’Shea Trial 
Brought to the Attention 
of the Pope. 


Not Prebable That Any Action Will Be

Loxpon, Nov. 20.—A dispatch from Rome 
says that the evidence of the O’Shea trial has 
been brought to the attention of the Pope by 
the churchmen near the Vatican who are op- 
posed to the Irish party. It is not thought 
probable that any action will be taken by the 
Holy See, as Mr. Parnell, beinga Protestant, 
is outside the jurisdiction of the church, 

DENOUNCED PARNELL. 

From Tipperary comes the news than Canon 
Hagerty, a well-known priest who has fora 
long time been dissatisfied with the local man- 
agement of the league, has uttered in public 
language strongly denouncing the conduct of 
Mr. Parnell in the O'“ Shea case, and advising 
his flock to abandon the ‘movement while Mr. 
Parnell is connected with it. 

A BIG MEETING. 
There is every indication that the mass- 


meeting at Leinster to-day to express confi- 


dence in Mr. Parnell as the leader of the Irish 
perty will be a crowded and enthusiastic one. 
Many other meetings are being arranged all 
over ireland for a similar purpose.

Appeointment—The Spring Campa

Gov. Francis will in a day or two appoint 
the two edditional Judges of the Supreme 
Court, in accordance with the constitutional 
amendment adopted atthe recent election. 
It ie considered settled that Judge John L. 
Thomas of De Soto will receive one of the 
places and the leading politicians close to 
the Francis dynasty.say that Judge Macfar- 
lane of Mexico, Audrain County, will get the 
other. Both were before the last State con- 
vention seeking the nomination, which was 
secured by Judge Gant, and with them was 
Judge Burgess of Linn County and Stratton 
of Vermont. 

Judge Burgess’ chances aré not considered 
as good as those of Thomas and MoFariané. 
The appointment will be made for a term of 
two years only, Gating from Jan. 1. The new 
places on the bench will at the next election 
be filled in the ustal way. The term 
of a Supreme Court Judge runs for 
a term of ten years and the salary is $4,500 per 
annum. The two Judges appointed dy Gov. 
Francis will almost certainly de candidates 
before the Democratic Convention twe years 
hence. 

While the name of Judge FE. B. Nor- 
ton, whose term on the Supreme Bench 
expired two years ago is mentioned it is not 
considered as certain that he will accept. 
Judge John W. Henry of Kansas Oity, it is 
understood, can have one of the places if he 
cares for it. His ten years in the Supreme 


Court expired in 1686, when he was sucoseded 
by Judge Brace. 

The State Cenvention of that year was held 
in this city, and Gov. Francis, who was then 
Mayor, made a hercuiean effort to secure 
Judge Henry’s nomination. The city delega- 
tion was almost a unit for the choice of 
Francis, but he was nevertheless dofeated 
by Judge Brace aiter a most exciting contest, 


Leckisag Forward. 


Though the spring election is nearly five 
months distant candidates for the City Coun 
cil on the Democratic side are already throw- 
ing out their lines to cateh the approval of 


the bosses and the workers. The next Coun- 
cil will pass upon the Mayor's slate 
and for this reason there will 
be an abundance of Democrats willing to run. 
To hold a seat in the Council when appoint- 
ments are coming in thick and fast carries 
with it many favors for the councilman whose 
vote decides whether the appointees shall 
be confirmed or rejected.

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FOURTH OF THE KIND. 


THE PECULIAR SURGICAL OPERATION PER- 
FORMED AT MOUNT SINAI HOSPITAL. 


Judah Halprin, a Tailor and a Native ef 
Russia, the Patiest— A Cancerous 
Growth Renders His Left Arm Useless 
—The Surgeons Remove the Man’s Arm, 
Shoulder Blade and Collar Bene. 


NEw YorK, Nov. 20.—A remarkable surgi- 
cal operation was performed in the Mount 
Sinal Hospital in Lexington avenue recently. 
It is thought it is the first of its kiad ever 
performed in this country. The operation 
was the removal of the entire left arm, 
shoulder blade and collar bone, and the mus- 
cles attached thereto, of a man 54 years old. 
According tothe records such an operation 
has been performed only thrice before, once 
in France and twice in England. Ina few 
days the patient will be able to leave the hos- 
pital ina bealthier condition than when he 
entered, 80 complete and thorough 
nas been the work of the 
surgeons. Had the patient been a younger 
man he would have been outof the hospital 
in about half the time. But when a patient 
passes the age of 50 wounds donot heal so 
quickly as im earlier days. The patient is 
Judah Halprin, a native of Russia and a 
tallor by trade. His malady wasa malignant 
tumor, which affected the shoulder. The man 
wasso unfortunate as to go toa quack doc- 
tor, who took his money and only aggravated 
the trouble. First, however, Halprin tried 
the Mount Sina! Hospital, where it was found 
he had asmall tumor below the shoulder on 
the left arm. That was nine months ago. 
The tumor was removed and he was dis- 
charged. Three months after that it was 
discovered that he had a second tumor 
which invoived the entire arm from the elbow 
to the shoulder. The surgeons said. the 
growth was cancerous, and that amputation 
was necessary. The man dreaded such a pos- 
sibility and would not consent. Of course 
when Halprin went back to workthe arm 
grew worse and finally be gave up work. He 
consulted a quack doctor whosaid he could 
cure him for $30. Halprin raised the money, 
the quack made an incisionin the arm and 
then sent him adrift. In his extremity Hal- 
prin again sought the hospital, and was ad- 
mitted on Oct. 7. Had he stayed out death 
would have resulted in a few weeks. The 
arm was utterly useless, and the tissues sur- 
rounding the joints were thoroughly filled 
with the 

CANCEROUS GROWTH. 

It was necessary to prevent the possibility 
of a cancerous growth to remove the shouider 
blade and collar bone. -The shoulder blade is 
a flat, triangular bone, not directly articu- 
lated to the axial skeleton. It lies imbedded 
in the muscles and other parts outside of the 
ribs on each side of the vertebral column. 
From its dorsal arises a erist to which the 
outer end of the collar bone is fixed and on 
its outer edge a shallow cup, into which tbe 
head. of the arm bone fits. Whe collar bone 
is cylindrical and attached at its 
inner end to the top of the breast 
bone. At its outer end it articulates 
with the scapula at the shoulder joint. 
The whole torms what is known as the 
‘pectoral arch. By severing the cartilage 
which attached the collar-bone to the breast- 
bone and Mines ee be oe the muscies which 
held the shouidér- blade to the ribs it became 
possible to remove the entire ‘‘pectoral 
arch’’ withthe ieft arm attached. A week 
after the patient’s reception the operation 
was successfully performed. The operating- 
room of the hospital was crowded with mem 
bers ef the medical profession.. The tables 
were covered with bottles and basins filled 
with weak und strong solutions of biebloride 
of mercury, the antiseptic used. An anti- 
septic is a substance which prevents 
putrefaction. The surgical instruments 
were soaking in china basins flied 
with a 3 - per - cent carbolic 
solution. The patient was borne into the 
room under the influence. of ether. When 
placed on the operating table he was uncon- 
scious, but was pot fully under the influence 
of anesthesia, for he teebly moved his hands 
toward his bead as if trying to remove the 
cone from his face, soon, however, these 
mechanical movements ceased, and his heavy 
breathing became easier. Arter the parts to 
be amputated had been thoroughly cleansed 
by soapand water a one-thousandth 
bichloride solution a March bandage (a flat 
rubber band about three inches , was 
wound around the left arm from the hand to

joining the collar- bone tothe breast-bone was 
next cut and the clavicle was raised and re- 
moved. The sub-clavian artery, the large 
vessel which supplies the arm aud shoulder 
with blood, was then exposed. An aneurism 
needle threaded with catgut was passed de- 
neath the artery. This needle was then with- 
drawn, leaving the double catgut behind. 
The artery was then tled. The skin was dis- 
sected back over the shoulder, the remain- 
ing small artories which ron to the back ofthe 
shoulder-blade secured, and the shoulder- 
blade exposed. The muscles which hold it to 
the back were severed. A circular incision 
was then made beneath the arm 
and through the muscles of the dreast. This 
left the arm, to which the shoulder- blade 
was still attached, joined to the body by only 
a little tissue, the sub-clavian veinand ar- 
tery and the brachial nerves. This vein was 
also tied, and the parts were then severed, 
endtben the arm and shovlder-blade were 
lifted from the body and laid on the table. 
The entire left side was gore, and yet the 
blood lost did not amount to a tabile-spoon- 
ful. The ribs lay exposed. 

At this stage the patient breathed easy and 
seemed but little exbausted. Dozens of 
bright artery forceps still hung to the body 
but they were removed after the small blood 
vessels which they had held had been tied 
with catgut ligature. Hot bichloride sponges 
were stuffed into the opening, and the sides 
of the wounded parts were pressed together. 
After an instant the sponges were remeved 
and all bleeding had ceased. The inside was 
thoroughly washed out with one-thousandth 
solution of bichloride of mercury. The loose 
flaps of skin were brought together and sewed 
with silk and several small drainage tubes 
inserted to keep the inside of the wound 
clean. Iodoform dust was sprinkled over all 
the seams, and thin strips of rubber protec- 
tion were laid above. Next came lodoform 
gauze, followed by carbolized gauze,and then 
the body was swathed in cotton and bound by 
roll after roll ot cheese cloth bandages, the 
ends being fastened with safety pins. The 
operation occupied one hour and forty min- 
utes. The patient will be at home next week, 
—— his left arm, shoulder dlade and coilar 

one.

GRANDJURY REFORM. 

The Grand-jury itself every now and 
then indicts the Grand-jury system, re- 
cites the olf hackneyed ob jections to it 
and wants it abolished. The Minister of, 
Justice in Canada has just called on the 
Judges for their views on the subjeot and 
the old straw will get another threshing 
over. 

The fact that the system was embedded 
in Federal and State Constitutions has 
not saved itin allthe States, and would 
not long save it in any, if a better means 
of accomplishing its purpose had been 
anywhere found and satisfactorily tested. 

It is probable that most of the ordinary 
cases presented by grand-juries could be 


safely lefttoregular prosecuting officers 


without the intervention of the Grand- 
jury. But the latter was instituted for 
the very reason that the responsibility of 
putting men on trial or letting them go 
free without trial, in any and all cases 
arising under our laws, is too great to be 
imposed upon one man, and the power it 
involves too liable to abuse aud too 
dangerous to individuals and to society. 
In these days of corporation influence 
and powerful political pulls“ the people 
cannot trust the enforcement of the laws 
entirely to officers who sometimes evince a 
disposition to shield the most notorious 
malefactors indicted by grand-juries. 
Especially where misfeasance in office is to 
be investigated and punished it will never 
do to substitute the partisan prosecuting 
attorney for the non-partisan Grand-jury 
of twelve good citizens. We had better 
try to reform and improve than to dis- 
pense with it altogether.

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PRACTICAL NEWSPAPER WORK. 

The WORLD’s Bureau of Justice is en- 
gaged in the righteous task of defending 
the poor and helpless from wrongs which 
the rich and powerful sometimes put upon 
them. 

The WORLD has scored many triumphs 
in this line of work, and the most 
notable recent case which it has taken up 
is that of Louise LacHaT, the French 
maid of Mrs. BaTEMAN, who was thrown 
into prison on a charge of stealing the 
diamonds of her mistress. She was kept 
there four days when the diamonds were 
found in a room of the Bateman residence 
which had not been searched. Even after 
this discovery she was kept in prison for 
two days until the case was dismissed by 
the Grand-jury in order that the defense in 
a possible damage suit might not be in- 
jured by withdrawal of the charge. 
When full proof of the woman’s innocence 
had been established, she was induced to 
sign a paper releasing her mistress from 
all responsibility, was paid a dollar, al- 
though in ignorance of the real purpose of 
the transaction, and was offered her fare 
to France with the advice that she had 
better change her name to avoid disgrace. 

When such monstrous acts of injustice 
are done through the machinery of the law 
the need of the active exercise of the 
power of the pressin behalf of right is 
manifest. The WORLD has endeared 
itself to the people by its fearless expos- 
ure of wrong doing of this sort. 
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THE suggestion of certain alleged leaders 
of the Farmers’ Alliance that a people’s 
arty should be formed for 1892 will hardly 
mmend itself as wise to the mass of its 
own members. The farmers have just re-

A Berlin Newspaper Describes 
Hew the Discoverer Manu- 
factures It. 


Dr, Abbott of Baltimore Goes to 
Berlin to Study the Treatment. 


Prominent Physicians Start Frem New York 
to Berlie te Visit the Great German and 
Leran His Methed ef Treating Consump- 
ties—The Sapply of Lymph Said te Be 
Exhausted—Dr. Charles A. Frank of St. 
Louis Refates the Charges Made by Dr. 
Hiechsinger ef Vienna—Experiments in 
the Austrian Capital. 


BERLIN, Nov. %.—The Courter states that the 
lymph used by Prof. Koch for the cure of 
tuberculosis is prepared in an incubating 
stove within aspace that is hermetically sealed 
and sterilized and thereby rendered free from 
fungus. The interior of the air tight space is 
Givided by an unglazed percelain diaphragm 
into an upper and lower section. In the up- 
per section ie placed a saited meat broth 
in a gelatinous state containi colonies 
ofthe tuberocule germ. This m gradually 
liquifies and the gelatine iiquid drops slowly 
through the procelaim plates into the lower 
section. The liquid then contains the secre- 
tory products, but is free from living or dead 
germs or reproductive sperms and is the 
lymph as used. 


the Supply ef Lymph Fxrhausted. 


BERLIN, Nov. 20.—The supply of lymph used 
in Dr. Koch’s treatmest of tuberculosis is 
exhausted, and patients are urged not to 
come to Berlin until more is manufactured. 


It is now said the Emperor will confer a title 
of nobility upon Prot.

The Tagebdlaft criticises Koch’s ac- 
tion in supplying only bis co-laborers and 
leaving the great hospitals uzsprovided with 
the lymph. Herr Steineck, the tenor ef 
Friedrick Wilbelm’s Theater, who was 
treated for lupus of the f appeared be- 
fore the Medical Society esterday just 
twelve hours after his treatment. The manu- 
facturers are unable to fill all the orders fur 
the Koch syringes used in making injections 
of the lymph. 


Experiments at Vienne s. 


VIENNA, Nov. 20—Prof. Sehwitzier treated «a 
patient affiicted with tuberculosis im the 
bones before a gathering of Vienna professors 
anddoctors, also one suffering from tuber- 
culosis of the larynx. The injections were 
small in quantity, and the treatment most 
careful. Schwitzier says that strong 
doses will do no harm in 
diseases on the surface of the 


body, but in disease of the lungs or! nx it 
should be administered with the greatest cau- 
tion. A large dose may cause death by mak- 
ing the lungs or larynx sse too muen. Dr. 
Uliman, assistant to Prof. Albert and « sbarer 
in Pasteur’s experiments, says that a verdict 
on Koch’s discovery cannot be made before a 
year has etupsed, asa definite cure cannot be 
guaranteed earlier. 


An Old Pupil of Kech’s. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. %.—Dr. Alex C. 
Abbott, Assistant Professor of Bacteriology 
and Hygene at Johne Hopkins Hospital, sailed 
yesterday for Berlin to study Dr. Roberts 


Koch’s treatment of tuberculosis. Dr. Abbott 
anticipates studying in Berlin in close com- 
munion with Dr. Koeb until next year, when 
he will return to Johne Hopkins Hospital and 
submit a complete report of the whole process 
of the great treatment from which so much is 
expected. Mr. Abbott isan old pupil of Dr. 
Koch, having studied in the laboratory of 
the latter for quite a period in former years.

I remained in Ger- 
many until 1878, and was twice a 
member of the German Parliament. During 
a portion of this time I was editor of the Freie 
Presse of Berli, and for a while editor of the 
Sueddeutsch Volkstimme, published at Mayence. 
Besides my fifteen months of prison life at 
Chemnitz I spent twenty months behind the 
bars at Berlin. I was finally driven out of 
Germany in 1878, and from there 1 went to 
England and established the Freie, When 
the Czar of Russia was killed, I 
aid something which. the friends of 

ussian despotiem in Euagland didn’t like, 
and the government of England in deference 
to the wishes of Kussia’s new Emperor put 
me in an English prison, and there I stayed 
for nineteen months. That was enough of 
Engiand for me and in 1682 I came to this 
country and brought my paper, Die: > 
with me. It has been Sees three times, 
but it is still alive in the thirteenth year of its 
existence, and itis on account of Die Freien 
that I have to return to New York sosoon. 1 
have to write my matter for the pgper on the 
road and send it every sight 127 mall and I 
und it more ot a job tnan icare to continue 
very long at atime.

A Peint on Justices’ Practice. 


In the case of J. H. Morton vs, A. J. Ford 
Judge Withrow in the Circult Cours rendered 
the following opinion: ‘‘This is a suit orig- 
inally inatituted before a Justice of the Peace 


upon the following alleged cause of action, 
viz: ‘To balance, 332.50; to merchandise, 
$19. 25—$4). 75,’ Judgment was rendered 
thereon by the Justice im ftavor of the 
plaintiff, and the defendant brought the case 
to this court by appses. Bec. 6138 Revised 
Statates of Missouri, 1889, provides that no 
formal pleadings on the part of either party 
shall be required in a justice’s court, but be- 
fore any process shall issue the plaintiff shall 
file with the justice a statement of account 
or of the facts constituting the 
cause of action upon which the suit 
is founded. Statements in Justices’ Courts 
must be sufficient to advise the opposite 
party of the nature of the claim and also be 
sufficient to bar another action. The state- 
ment in thie case does not comply with the 
requirements of the law in any particular. 
It does not give an item of the account or 
contain an averment of «@ 0 fact, but 
merely states a conclusion of law. e 
motion to dismiss the suit will, therefere, 
have to be sustained.’’

AFFECTING SCENES 


Witnessed To-Day in the United States Court 
When Sentences Were Passed. 


The impossibility of separating a criminal 
from those who love him, of imposing upon 
him panishment which he richly deserves and 
yet saving those who are near to him the 


shame and suffering which must go with so- 
ciety’s vengeance on one who wrongs her, 
has made the work of Judge Amos M. Thayer 
execedingly difficult this week. He has had 
before him in the United Ststes District Court 
sundry offenders against the laws of the na- 
tion and in nearly every instance the blow 
dealt them nas gianced and its weight has 
been felt by those who have done no wrong. 
The senteucing of rhe igs Colley this morn- 
ing was an instance. oliey was arailway 
— clerk. He stole two letters. 

0 had probably stolen others. 
At least other letters had been stolen on bis 
route, and when a trap was set he fell into it. 
He was arrested on Sept. 9, and has been in 
Jail ever since. He pleaded guilty when the 
case was called for trial to-day, and some 
evidence as to his character was introduced by 
his attorney. He bad an excellent reputation 
before the discovery ot this crime. 
His old father, his wife and 
his brother were in court. They 
were painfully intent on hearing every word. 
There was not oneinthe room that did not 
wish he oould be released. But the Judge 
said: ‘‘Thelaw gives meno particular dis- 
cretion In these matters. The minimum pan- 
isbment is one year in the Penitentiary and I 
shall sentence bim bim to one year in the 
Penitentiary from October 1. 

The father broke down then. 

Thomas Stephens an old man with one 
wooden leg. indicted for raising a $5. silver 
certificate to o with figures cut from inter- 
nal revenue stamps pieaded guilty after a 
ury had been called. He bad iived in St. 

ouls penn oJ years, was an en«ineer. He had 
testimonials from Various places where he bad 
worked to the effect that he had been an hon- 
est man ese far as his employers knew. 
His daughter, a handsome young woman, was 
in court. Judge Thayer examined Stephens, 
heard the testimony as to character and son- 
tenced him to eighteen wonthe in the peni- 
tentiary, hi@eentence to date from Oct. 28. 

Ine case of Alfred Dougherty was one in 
which there was nothing to awaker sym- 
pathy. Dougherty had pleaded guilty to an 
attempt to. defraud the United States 
by coprospating himself as Wm. Dougherty, a 
dead soldier. hie was but one ef the aix 
offenses against the laws of the United States 
for which he could have been convicted. He 
had been convicted of forgery in Illinois and 
had served a term in the Chester Penitentiary. 
He had indaced his wife—who was indicted 
and conyictec siso—to assist him in 
the crime. The Jude., when he bad as- 
certained these facts, told him that inasmuch 
as he had pleaded guilty and had saved the 
government the expense of a trial he would 
not impose the maximam punithment on 
ulm, and so sentenced him to four years in 
the penitentiary, his sentence to date from 
July 28 last. 

Mrs. Dougherty was recommended to the 
mercy of the court by the District Attorney, 
and Judge Thayer imposed on hera fine of 
$1, 000. Previous to her entangiement 
with Dougherty she had borne a good reputa- 
tion and that with his influence, was taken 
into, consideration. She wiil go to jail for 
thirty days and at the end of that time make 
osth that she is unable to pay the fine. She 
Will then be released.

FOUND GUILTY. 


The Rev. F. W. Pettit Sentenced te Impris- 
* on mont for Life. 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Nov. 20.—The jury 
in the Rev. F. W. Pettit murder case brought 
in a verdict of gullty this morning, sentenc- 
ing him to imprisonment for life. Pettit was 
charged with poisoning his wife. 


Pettit had a charge at Shawnee Mound, 
Tippecanoe County, and was a minister in 
good standing of the Methodist Episcupal 
Chorch of Indiana. In 1689 his wife’s heaith 
began to fall. She was a delicate, refined 
woman. Pettit had been very attentive to a 
Mrs. Whitehead and when his wife died in 
the summer of 1689 there was a great 
deal of gossip, it being alleged 
that he had poisoned ber. Both Pettit and 
Mrs. Whitehead were arrested charged with 
polsoning Mrs. Pettit. In September the 
case against Mrs. Whitehead was dismissed, 
and about four weeks ago Pettit was placed 
on trial, the case concludimg to-day with the 
above verdict. 


A STARTLING REPORT, 


A Family ef Eight Persons at Beaver Falls, 
Pa., Poisoned. 


BEAVER Fals, Pa., Nov. 20—A startling 
report comes from Clinton, a small 
place A few miles north of 
here to the effect that a case of 
wholesale poisoning has startled that town.

A Large Number ef Redskine Said te Have 
Been Killed in the Fight—The Report 
Believed te Be Exaggerated—Agent 
Pryor Removes His Familyfor Safety—

STaNDING Rock AGENCY, N. D., 0 
20.— The news that troops have been orde 
to the reservation has spread rapidly among 
the savages andthe general effect has been 
bad. Several hundred of the braves have dis- 
appeared. But with what object and in what 
direction cannot at this hour be learned. 
There is evident fright in some quarters and 
it is the general impression that the bucks are 
running away from what they regard as an 
impending calamity. It may be, however, 
that they are bent upon pillage 
and murder or have galloped across the coun- 
try to incite the Northern Cheyennes, the 
most excitable band of Indians in the West, to 
take up arms against the whites. The aged 
warriors and women are frightened over the 
outiook and profess the warmest friendship 
forthe pale faces. Maj. McLaughlin, the 
agent here, has just returned from Bitting 


Bull’s camp on Grand Kiver and reports that, 


the dances are still going on, but 6itting 
Bull's influence has weakened greatly in 
the last week. Now hehas no more than 
a hundred orso of followers. He received 
Maj. McLaughlin cordially, but the young 
bucks scowled at the agent as though be were 
not welcome. He had a long talk with Sitting 
Bull and is satisfied that the old chief’s faith 
in the coming of the Messiah is on the decline, 
and unless something unforeseen occurs there 
is no probability of trouble this winter and 
possibly none next spring. Ruger’s pres- 
ence here last week had the effect of reducing 
Sitting Buli’s followers by nearly one-balf, so 
that now he has not enough men to carry on a 
campaign if he wanted to. 


R Ported Uprising at Rushville. 


VALENTINE, Neb., Nov. 20.—Two traveling 
men who came East from Rushville declare 
that a courier came in late Tuesday night 
with a horrible tale that the anti-Messiab 


half breeds and the Ghost Dancers had a row 
atthe agency Monday. He claimed tbat sixty 
men had been killed or wounded, but this is 
1 the worst sort of exaggeration. 

Vhile there may bave been a row itis not 
thought here that anyone has been kilied. 
Dr. Dollard, the newly-elected Attorney- 
General of South Dakota, came fron Long 
Pine Tuesday evening, and he bad 
heard at Long Pine the story of the 
Oght at Pine Ridge. He had had ino 
detatis beyond the rumor given above. This 
town is full of refugees from tbe Indian 
At a rough estimate 1,200 men, 
women and cbiidren have fied from the 
country north ofthe ratiroad ana about the 
Pine Ridge agency. Every freight train that 
stopped at the sma!l side tracks west of here 
was besieged by people demanding to be 
carried East. The entire country is 
thoroughly aroused and anybody who can 
getaway le doing so. People who have come 
down the line from Rushville bring 
the worst possible rumors. It is reported 
here that Agent Royer, who has charge of the 
Pine Ridge Agency, appeared at Rushville 
Monday night, bringing with him Thunder 
Bear, a Sergeant of Indian police, and Ameri- 
can Horse. {Both of these men had been doling 
their utmost to quiet the Indians und had car- 
ried their opposition to the ghost dance craze 
sofar Monday that knives were drawn on 
them by the infuriated reds and the agent was 
compelled to bring them dowa to 
Rusbvilie to prevent trouble. American 
Horse has completely lost his influence 
with the Indians, and it is said that the 
Indian police are useless. American Horse 
and Thunder Bear stayed in Rushville, but 
Agent Rover returned. Tuesday he again 
appeared, bringing with him this time his 
wite and children. He said he thought is 
was no longer see for them at the agency. In 
opposition to this and this view, however, 
it was said that the traders at the agency have 
not left. and they think that their families 
and their property are in no great danger. A 
portion of the householders who arrived at 
Rushville wiilreach Pine Ridge Agency this 
morning. 

Troops from both the East and West have 
been pushed on to Rushville. That is the 
nearest point on the Fremont, Elkhorn & Mis- 
sour! Valley Kallroad to the Pine Ridge Agen- 
cy. About 600 men have reached that point 
Thesetroops are within about forty miles ot 
the Indians and could be used at twelve 
hours’ notice, if necessarf§ against the ex- 
cited Sioux at the Rosebud Agency, wiere two 
whites are leading a ghost dance. 


Citizems Uneasy. 


MINNEWAUKIN, N. D., Nov. 20.—The Sioux 
Indians on the Devii’s Lake reservation ad- 
joining this town, are not especially stirred 
up as yet. All the troops at Fort Totten have 


been removed to Standing Rock. The citizens 
here are uneasy, Dut itis not believed that 
the Indians contemplate an outbreak.

THE ROCKFFELLERS ACQUIRE CONTROL OF 
THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


They Buy at Jay Gould’s Advice—Im- 
portance of Their Entry Intothe Railroad 
Business—Huntington Satisfied With the 
Pacific Mail Election—A Big Land Case— 
Gieneral News. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The WORLD says: The 
greatest piece of news in Wall street yester- 
day was that John D. and William Rockefel- 
ler, the Standard Oj) magnates, had acquired 
control of the Northern Pacific Rallroad, which 
practically means the ousting of Henry Vil- 
lard. They are known to have been heavy 
buyers of Northern Pacific preferred during 
the late decline in values. The North Ameri- 
can Co., by ownership of securities, had con- 
trolof the Northern Pacific, but much of the 
first-named company’s assets have been 
closed out during the past few days in liqul- 
dation of its loans. 

The Rockefellers bought In Northern Pacific 
at the request of Jay Gould. They have a 
great amount of surplus money for which 
they have been seeking advantageous invest- 
ments. The earnings of the Northern Pacific 
are now the largest in the history of the com- 
pany. The company, however, has been 
suffering from enlargements with the other 
Villard corporations, and the purpose of the 
Rockefellers is, as stated, to remove it from 
them. The Rockefellers have not hitherto 
engaged in railroad operations. Their wealth 
is so great that, once having embarked in 
railroad affairs, it is in their power to dom- 
inate them. There is a scheme on foot to pro- 
vide connections for the Northern Pacific 
which will make it an uninterrupted ral line 
from the Atiantic tothe Pacific. By its alli- 
ance with the Wisconsin Central it alreaav 
reaches from Puget Sound to Chicago, and its 
route thence, it is said, will be by way of the 
Baltimore & Ohio

Getting Bick at the Roads. 


The National Transportation Association 
delegates concluded thelr labors yesterday 
and left for their homes lest evening. They 
decided to postpone action en the uniform bill 


ofiading and the proposed uniform cilassifica- 
tion until after the meeting of the National 
Board of Trade at New Orleans next month 
and to act in conjuaction with that body. In 
the matter of railroad car service the delegates 
opposed the demurrage charges at present en- 
forced by railroads and decided to have the 
Executive Committee of the association, com- 
posed of E. F. Wilson, Cincinnati; D. W. 
Raniet, Boston; O. H. Graves, Duluth; George 
Clark, Chicago, and H. G. Craft, St. Louls, 
prepare a measure to present to Congress for 
passage. The railroads charge a certain de- 
murrage a day on cars not unloaded by re- 
ceivers within a stipulated time after 
their arrival. The association proposes to ask 
Congress to pass a lav fixing a certain time 
for the traasportation of car load freight de- 
tween the principal cities of the country and to 
make the railroads pay the game rate per aay 
for delay in delivery which they charge re- 
ceivers for delay lu unloading, the roads to 
be allowed the length of timein the way of 
grace that they allow shippers. A determined 
effort will bo made to have this law passed. 
The reports of the secretary and treasurer 
were read and adopted and the association 
adjourned to meet at Cincinnati at a date early 
in February, the fixing of the exact day being 
left to the President. 


Huntington Satisfied. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal.,. Nov. 20.—President 
Huntington of the Southern Pacific Co. left 
here last night for New York.

Ihe Sixth District 
bobs up with $2,800 and has only canvassed 
two counties. The Seventh District bas $400 
subscribed in Franklin County and $1,300 in 
Audrain County. Withoutan effort $505 was 
raised in the Eightb District and fully $5,000 is 
expected from it. The most encouraging re- 
port of all was from the Ninth District, where 
$6,500 bas already been raised and $)]5,000 
as soon as the Home is 
started.

A BRETAIL OIL DELIVERY SYSTEM FRIGHT- 
ENING. LOCAL GROCERS. 


The Mysterious ‘* Consumers’ Oil Delivery 
Co.“ and Its Omnipreseat Tank Wagon 
—Oaly the Standard Ce.’s Brands Haa- 
dled—Catting Trade Away From the 
Retailers. 


A mysterious oll-tank wagon drawn by two 
strong and spirited norses, and driven by an 
active, energetic fellow who manages to 
make his team cover a great deal of territory, 
jg just now being very closely watched by 
many bundreds of interested observors in St. 
Louis. 

The big perambulating tank, like the III 
omened craftof the Phantom Dutchman, is 
likely to be encountered in any part of the 
city. Inthe early half ot lost week it made 
its iret St. Louis appearance just out beyond 
Jefferson avenue, covering the park and 
Choateau avenue district as far westward 
as Grand avenue. Towards the 
end of the week the same 
tank wagon, withthe same horses and the 
same driver, became visible in North St. 
Louls, making its oleaginous rounds throuch 
a territory beginninz at Muilanphy street and 
extending northward forfully a mile. Mon- 
day morning of this week the mysterious 
wagon. again invaded the southern sec- 
tion of the city, and swept down- 
ward towards the business center, 
ite c@pree running along Chouteau and 
Park avenués and one or two parallel streets. 
Yesterday the agile and tireless vehicle turned 
nepihward and took in Seventh street as far 
ae Market, between the latter and Chouteau 
avenue. it has also been seen in other local- 
ties anda diagram of its movements in the 
one week that it has been noticed on the St. 
Louls streets would show that moh ns mysterious 


tank wagon had managed to mn gke its pres- 
ence felt and commented upon in the larger 
part of the entire city. 
THE *‘CONSUMERS’ OIL DELIVERY co.“ 

Mysterious as the movements of the un- 
known tank-wagon have been, however, its 
appearance in St. Lobis was ‘heralded by a 
confideatial circular more mysterious in cer- 
tain respects. Ten days ago a card was sent 
broadcast through all the residence parte of 
the city, addressed to heads of families. The 
card read as follows: 

CONSUMERS’ OIL DELIVERY Co. 


To the Citizens of St. Louis: 


We will deliver oil and gasoline at rour 
residences from our tank wagon at the follow- 
ing prices:

There was no name, address or direction of 
any kind on the card as to where the Con- 
sumers’ Oll Delivery Co. might be located. 
Such acompany had never been heard of by 
any living soul in the 1 7 but to all prectical 
intents and purposes the tank wagon itself, 
which closely followed the introductory card, 
was tbe Consumers’ Ol Delivery Co. in its 
entirety, as the wagon was the only material 
evidence of such a company that has ever 
been seen by mortal man. 

The only tangible clue to its connection 
with any Known firm or corporation in St. 
Louis was the following: ODn the back of the 
card was a wooccut of the mysterious tank 
wagon, and printed upon the head of the pic- 
tured tank were the two words: ‘‘Kupion 
O11.“ ese two words were also seen to be 
duplicated in actual paint on the actual 
wagon when that caravansary showed up. 

The Eupion oll is the famous brand of the 
Standard Ol Co, whose St. Louis agents are 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co., office at Sixth and 
Washington avenue, and oil-tank storage 
houses on Fourteenth street near the railroad 
tracks. 

RETAIL GROCERS DISMAYED. 

The appearance of the circular and the 
tank-wagon of the ‘‘Consumers’ Ol! Delivery 
Ce. sent jconsternation to the heart 
of every retail grocery keeper 
whose district they invaded. The only 
inference to be drawn was that some new 
competitor was grasping at their little trade 
by establishing a system of oil delivery at 
residences which would do away with the 
corner groceryman’s oll trade entirely and 
leave him a veritable cipher in a line whereby 
quite a revenue had come to him every month 
with unfailing regularity. The prices quoted 
on the card were such, it is said, thai retai! 
grocers could pot compete. The figures on 
one-gallon lots were the same as the grocers 
themselves paid for the same oil, it 
is stated, but in two, turee a nd 
five gallon lots a cut was made that froze out 
competition most completely. If this war- 
fare had been confined only to one certain 
district it might have been thought by the 
grocers that the mysterious ‘‘Consumers’ 
Oil Delivery Co. was some concern 
which, while having no connection with a 
stronger corporation, was willing to 
lose some money in establishing a sys- 
tem of oll delivery upon which they 
might subsequently realizea profit. But as 
reports of the wanderings of the mysterious 
tank-wagon began to come in from all sides, 
it was appurent to the trade that some mighty 
hand was preparing to graspthe entire retail 
oiltrade ofthe city,~and in that one line to 
crush out the middie-man, the mali grocer, 
as though he had never existed in the scheme 
of the commercial)! world. 

HANDLE STANDARD OIL. 

Who, or what, was the power that,stealthily 
applying this opening wedge in a hundred 
different districts at once, threatened a mon- 
opoly of the retail oll trade against which a 
grocer would be utterly impotent to compete. 

The sole answer to the question, and that by 
inference, was the fact that the only oil 
‘*delivered’’ by the‘*‘Consumers’ Oil Delivery 
Co. was that made by the Standard Oil Co. 

Twenty-one hundred retail grecers in St. 
Louis is the numbernow watching one tank 
wagon on its rounds throughthetown. This 
would seem a ridiculous contrast at first 
sight, but the 2,100 grocers aforesaid feel as 
helpless as though the one tank-wagon were 
the head column of a devastating army, for 
they feur that back of that tank-wagon is ar- 
rayed the gigantic power of the Standard Ol! 
Co.,reaching out lor a new feld of nonopoly, 
‘‘blazing’’ a direct path from its oil tanks 
struizght to the consumer. 

For two days past investigation has been 
going on, and the results were somewhat 
peculiar. Retail grocers, who theinselves 
buy from the local agents of the Standard 
On Co., have gone to them and asked them 
ifthe Standard C@ was inaugurating a war 
upon the retall grocers, intending to come be- 
tween himandthe consumer: Theroply was 
that the Standard Co. and the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Ce. were not connected with the Con- 
sumers. The fact of their Eupion brand 
beind advertised on the cards and on the 
tank - Wagon was then brought, up 
as the basis for the belief that the 
Standard Co. was back of the new sys- 
tem. The result of thiscomplaint was t — 
the words ‘‘Kupion Ou!“ was taken off 
wagon, although the ‘‘Consumers’ Oil Deliv: 
ery Co. still handles only the Standard’s 
oils. 

AN ENTERPRISING GROCER. 

Further investigation pureued by the retall 
grocers resulted in the discovery of ono 
man who was connected with the ‘*Consum- 
era’ Ou Delivery Vo.’ Isaac P. 
Walden, a retail grocer at 3647 Finney 
avenue, is said to have stated that he bad an 
„Interest in the company. It is said that 
under the present wariare being carriod on 
by the Standard Co. against all competion an 
interest euch as Walden has, unless pro- 

tected by an agreement with the Standard, 

would be about the most bazardous 
possession u man could get hold 
of. Yet he has invested some hun- 
drecs of dollars in the tank wagon 
and other incidental expenses, and is pushing 
throughout our entire city, rather a large field 
for one retall grocer to cover. The tank- 
wagon is making contracis to deliver oll 
weekly at points in every quarter of St. Louis. 
If n speuree a 9 omen in half the territory it 
has invaded, a dosen more tank wagons will be 
necessary to the business, and the retail trade is 
wondering who is bebind Walden in the 
gigantic enterprise. Meanwhile the mys- 
turious tank wagon pursues its rounds as 

acefully as though it were not continually 
rolliag between a double fire of angry and 
suspicious eyes. Its proprietors eviden tly 
feoci capable of handling any amount of | oe 
ness the wagon may build up. 

A BLOW AT THE TRADE. 

The retall grocers say that shouid this mean 
an attempt On the part of a great corporation

SOME OF THE COMPLAINTS. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
made inquiries along the line last traveled Dy 
the mysterious tank-wagon. He had no dif- 
culty whatever in locating a strong and vigor- 
ous ‘‘kick’’ among the trade. Kiute Bros. 
of 1303 South Seventh street, the leading 
retail groeérs of te neighborhood, 
said that the *‘‘Consumers’ Ol Do- 
livery Co.“ hud invaded their territory, 
and was offering oll direct to all their custom- 
ers. They offered the Eupion and other 
brands ofthe Standard oil. Klute Bros. did 
not Enow who the Consumers Ol Co. was, 
but sald that the system of delivery at private 
houses at such prices as were quoted would 
work great injury to the retail grocery trade. 

L. Herdt of Seventh and Park avenue said 
the Consumers’ Co. had already taken away 
some of their trade, and weuld take mere. 
Whoever they were, and Mr. Herdt did not 
know, they could not be competed against. 
The only off thephandied was that of the 
Standard 0 Co. 

Frericks & Dedick of 1201 South Seventh 
street, told exactiy the same story as the 
other grocers, and bewalled the advent of the 
**Consumers’ Oil Delivery Co. with its new 
system. It meant great loss to retail grocers 
la every neighborhood. 

Alady who keeps an exceedingly modest 
grocery store 6n South Seventh between Park 
and Chouteau avenues, said that even her 
littie trade had been invaded by the tank 
wagon of the ‘‘Consuwers’ Oil Delivery 
Co, and that sue could not hope to hold her 
few customers against such a competitor. 
And so the —ͤ— went the same among all the 
numerous retail groceries in the neighbor- 
hood without an exception, and with such 
unfailing unanimity it is only fair to conclude 
that other territories invaded by the couguer- 
ing tank-wagon are in the same demoralized 
condition. The small grocers are, however, 
exceedingly careful about charging any of 
the large corporations with being at the back 
oi the new system. Most ot them handle the 
Standard O01 Co.’s goods. They are all ex- 
tremely anxious, however, to find ont mst 
wheand what the ‘‘Consumers’ Ou Co.’ 
And the tank-wagon keeps on its — 
through the city.
